Riley, a tenant and said b y officials to 
b e a b ootlegger a ltd moonshiner, was 
taken ito his home at Sikeston, Mo., 
today following the inquest conduct­ 
ed b y Coroner O. M. Dickerson. 
Rfiley fired a charge from a shot­ 
gun into 
McMullin’s side 
at close 
range “without the slightest prov o­ 
cation", according to the testimony 
of Rob ert Manner, land foreman for 
McMullin, and fired a second 
load, 
the shot striking the land owner an 
the head, aftei he had b egged Riley 
not to kill him. 
Riley had gone for his gun 
when 
McMullin had suggested 
tha t some 
hogs he had pult on 
the 
place for 
Riley to feed, b e sold. 
“I guess you 
had b etter leav e the hogs here", Riley 
is reported to hav e said 
b efore 
he 
shouted to McMullin and Minner to 
hold up their hands and immediately 
fired at McMullin. 
After b eing faitally wounded, Mc­ 
Mullin drew a rev olv er and returned 
the moonshiners’ fire, b ut succeeded 
only in inflicting two flesh wourds. 
The hogs had 
b een 
b ought 
and 
placed in Riley’s care. 
He was 
to 
feed them oh corn he had grown on 
McMullin’s place and -the 
difference 
in the original coat of the hogs and 
their ev entual selling price was to b e 
applied as rent b y Raley for the land 
rented from McMullin. 
Rut the ten­ 
ant had failed to feed, w ater or oth­ 
erwise care for the 
hogs, 
and 
had 
threatened to kill persons sent there 
to tend them, according to Minner’s 
testimony. 
He suspected that 
these 
persons stopping to feed 
the 
hogs 
were sent to spy on has moounshining 
operation, Minner said. 
Prior to the fatal shooting, Riley 
had just paid a fine of $600 
in 
the 
courts of Stoddard County on conv ic­ 
tion of liquor charges. 
He has b een 
fined no tail titan half dozen times 
in connection wJth the illegal sale and 
manufacture of liquor, according to 
report. 
The formal v erdict of the coroner’s 
jury here 
wa s to the effect that Me 
Mullin died from .gunshot wounds in­ 
flicted b y Frank Riley. 


McMullin started firing as soon as 
he saw Riley. 
Mr. McMullin and his 
foreman claim 
Riley 
started 
the 
shooting. We people in Mr. McMul­ 
lin’s home town will nev er b eliev e he 
would say Ithat Riley shot first unless 
it was so. Riley is a law b reaker and 
has b een fined for making moonshine 
whisky 
b esides 
hav ing 
had 
other 
charges made against him. 
He may 
prov e his contention b y ten witnesses 
instead of two, b ut that will not make 
it so. 
Charles McMullin is dead and 
b uried, b ut his word in the past will 
suffice for the future and 
God 
Al­ 
mighty will b e the final judge. 
Up to 10:00 o’clock Thursday norn- 
ing Riley had not b een 
taken 
into 
custody though an information b y an 
eyewitness who was present at 
the 
time, was sworn out the morning of 
the shooting, and another information 
filed b y Prosecuting Attorney Powell 
charging first degree murder, was is­ 
sued after the death of Mr. McMullin. 
The sheriff of Stoddard County has 
not acted on either. 
People in this 
community are highly incensed at the 
actions of the sheriff 
of 
Stoddard 
County in not Itaknng Riley into cus­ 
tody b efore this. If Riley is guiltless 
of starting the troub le, he ought to 
b e anx ious for a preliminary hearing 
to justify him in the shooting. There 
s a mess of ugly rumors going the 
rounds 
and 
a 
prompt 
arrest ami 
prompt hearing will do much to clear 
the atmosphere.

Geneva, December 22.—Europe al­ 
ready has begun (to disarm.

before the war is branded as false. 
There are actually one million and a 
half fewer soldiers in Europe today 
than there were in 1918.

Missouri had, in 1924, (the latest 
data available) 125 municipally own­ 
ed water supply plants, the article re­ 
lates. 
“Missouri is fortunate in having its 
streams and subteranean structures a 
supply of water not equaled in any 
dther American state, except, possi- 
mly Arkansas”, it is pointed out by 
the article. 
The Missouri water companies can­ 
not trust to nature, however, for the 
nnature of the water they distribute, 
the article continues, no matter how 
pure the source of supply may be. 
Their chemists test it twice, or often- 
er, each day, for impurities. 
Purify­ 
ing agents, such as lime, sulphate of 
alumina, chlorine, etc., are supplied 
in carefully 
gauged 
quantities to 
destroy any bacilli found in the wa­ 
ter, and to clarify it of foreign sub­ 
stances. 
The reservoirs are cleaned 
at frequent intervals. 
‘Of all service«, that of water sup­ 
ply is probably the most vitally im­

Charles D. Drake, a Srt. Louis law­ 
yer, was the moving spirit of

The restrictions on suffrage were 
thorough. The oath of loyalty, speci­ 
fically denying “ever” having done 
some four score acts, was required of 
voters a t each election, and of jurors, 
office holders, officers and directors of 
corporations, 
trustees, 
attorneys, 
teachers and preachers. Uniform reg­ 
istration of voters and 
a system of 
qualification for judges were provid­ 
ed as well as a punishm ent of a $500 
fine or six m onths im prisonm ent, or 
both, for infringem ent of the law. 
The “iron-clad” oath 
evoked con­ 
troversy, but passed. 
Opponents held 
it to be a bill of attainder, an ex post 
facto law, and a violation of Gover­ 
nor Gamble’s proclam ation of am nes­

Another act loudly protested was 
the “ousting” ordinance 
which

clared vacant all judicial offices in the 
state.

On the other hand, Missouri pros­ 
pered, grew in wealth, and increased 
in population during the rule of

Taxes were high, but the 
schools were given state

The first State revenue 
appropriation was made for the sup­ 
port of the U niversity of Missuori. 
The agriculture departm ent of

were established. 
A board of statis­ 
tics was created. 
The state normal

burg and Lincoln Institute at Jeffer­ 
son City were founded. 
A state in­ 
surance departm ent was created.

separate state superintendent of pub­ 
lic schools was established. 
Progress 
was madd in paying off the

railroad debts of the ’50s and the war 
debt of the ’60s.

ters. 
“The gar has long been known as 
one of the moat destructive agents of 
game fish and its rapid increase 
in 
some watres of the state has been di­ 
rectly responsible for the depletion 
of game fish”, said 
Keith McCanse, 
game and fish commissioner. 
The first attem pt to rid the neater* 
of these undesirables was made 
in 
Mi&smsippa county where huge 
gar, 
some of them four feet and more in 
length, have been taken from Brew­ 
er's Lake. 
Gar are valueless as food fish and 
yet a single gar will annually con­ 
sume many times its own weight of 
other and more 
doairable 
species, 
said McCarueo. 
He has asked 
that 
sportsmen co-operate with 
the 
de­ 
partment in the eradication work to 
make better fishing in Missouri. The 
department purposes to 
extend 
the 
work beginning immediately, as the 
gar frequently gather in deep pools

EUROPE’S ARMIES 
LESS THAN IN 1913 


Geneva, December 22.—Europe al­ 
ready has begun to disarm. 
Reliable 
figures which the correspondent com­ 
piled here with technical 
aid prove 
this fact conclusively. 
The oft-repeated 
statem ent 
that 
more men are under arms now than 
before the war is branded as false. 
There are actually one million and a 
half fewer soldiers «in Europe today 
than there were in 1913. 
As the (result of the spirit of Locar­ 
no and the development of the League 
of Nations, additional reductions are 
oxpected in the near future, particu­ 
larly in France, Belgium 
and 
the 
Scandinavian countries. 
Probably be­ 
fore the proposed disarmament con­ 
ference convenes, Europe 
will 
have 
empties many barracks. 
The figures show that the world’s 
military power still is concentrated in 
Europe, but whereas 80 per cent of 
the world’s soldiers before the 
war 
were European, now only 70 per cent 
of them are European. 
European armies have 
diminished 
but South American and African a r­ 
mies have increased as have the co­ 
lonial forces of 
European 
powers. 
The chief reductions since the 
war 
have been m Germany and 
Russia. 
France, Italy, Japan and others have 
effected substantial reductions. 
The 
only two great powers which actually 
have increased their standing armies 
are Great 
Britain 
and 
the United 
St*»es. 
The improved relatione with Ger­ 
many have occasioned the recent re­ 
duction« in the Belgian, 
Czech 
and 
Dutch armies, and even the 
French 
home army. 
If Soviet Russia should 
come to terms with the rest of Eu­ 
rope, it is confidently foreseen 
that 
n milar reductions in Eastern Euro­ 
pean (armies would follow, thus sup­ 
porting the thesis of those who assert 
that armaments are the result rather 
than the cause of troublous poiiticial 
situations. 
The proportion of various 
armies 
to the total military strength of Eu­ 
rope today fis as follows: 
Fnance, 24 
per cent; Russia, 31 per cent; 
Great 
Britain, 16 per cent; Poland, 9 
pper 
cent; Italy, 8 per cent; Japan, 8 per 
cent and Spain, 7 per cent. 
Spain’s 
abnormally large army doubtless 
is 
due to the prolonged Moroccan War. 
For the purpose of comparing the 
total wax strength 
of 
the 
various 
powers, it should be recalled that na­ 
val armament under the Washington 
treaties was established thus: Great 
«Britain, the Utfj&ed States Japan, It­ 
aly and France in the ratio of 5, 5, 3, 
1.75 »and 1.75. 
The pre-war ranking 
of military powers was 
as follows: 
Russia, 28 per cent; France, 20 per 
cent; Germany, 19 per cent; Austria- 
Hungary, 10 pear cent; Great Britain, 
10 per cent; Italy, 6 per cent, 
and 
Japan, 6 per cent. 
The new figures which the writer 
employs were derived partly from the 
armament handbooks of the League 


of Nations, land partly from other ac­ 
curate sources. They are said by ex­ 
perts to be the most 
reliable 
ever 
compiled. 
One difficulty of attem pting to com­ 
pare armies is to find a sound basis 
of comparison. 
The writer has chos­ 
en as the best 
rough 
measure 
the 
number of soldiers and non-coms ac­ 
tually bearing arms in a given yoar, 
excluding officers, militia and reserv­ 
es.

sued. The article was prepared by J. 
B. Sheridan, manager, Missouri Com­ 
mittee on Public Utility Information, 
St. Louis. 
Missouri had, in J924, (the lateat 
data available) 125 municipally own­ 
ed waiter supply plants, the article re­ 
late«. 
"Missouri is fortunate in having its 
streams and subteranean structures a 
supply of water not equaled 
in any 
Other American state, except, posai- 
rnly Arkansas”, it is pointed out by 
She article. 
The Missouri water companies can­ 
not «trust to nature, however, for the 
nnature of the water they distribute, 
the article continues, no m atter how 
pure the source of 
supply 
may be. 
Their chemists teat it twice, or often- 
er, each day, for impurities. 
Purify­ 
ing agents, such as lime, sulphate of 
alumina, chlorine, etc., are supplied 
in carefully 
gauged 
quantities to 
destroy any bacilli found in the wa­ 
ter, and to clarify it of foreign sub­ 
stances. 
The reservoirs are cleaned 
at frequent intervals. 
"Of all services, that of water sup­ 
ply is probably the moat vitally im­ 
portant”, according to 
the 
article. 
"That people should be supplied with 
j impure water to drink is unthinkable. 
More diseases are spread by impure 
water than 
by 
almost* any 
other 
agent”. 
Drinking water 
is

than dirt”, according to claims of the 
companies, the articles reveals.
